*" Argues for More Funds.

Capt. Howard Sanders, 36, Won 
Commission in Fighting in 
France.

Howard Sanders, 36, a - World War 
veteran who enlistéd as a. privat 
at the outbreak of the war and 
won a commission in the fighting 
in France, ts dead of’ injuries 3us- 
tained yesterday when his horse 
fell with him and ran away as the 
officer dangled by one stirrup. The 
accident happened at Expobsition 
Park, north of Aurora, where Capt. 
Sanders had gone with his com- 
mand, the 129th Illinois Field Ar- 
tillery, following. a defense day pa- 
rade in Aurora in which the bat- 
talion had taken part. The armory 
is at Exposition Park. 

Capt. Sanders served during the 
war. with the 132d Regiment, ccm- 
manded by G@n, Abel Davis, who 
pronounced him she of the two 
best bayonet men in the whole 83d 
Division.”’

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For the second time in a littié 
more than a year, Mrs. Archie Mu-

Sept. 1 of last year, Mrs. McCoy 


borrowed a revolver from neighbor 
and shot the intruder, who was 
Walter Hudson of 2802 Franklin 
avenue. Hudson died four days 
later, and on Sept. 6 a Coroner's 
jury rendered a verdict of justifi- 
able homicide, and Mrs. McCoy was 
released. But she seems to have 
decided that there was a better 
way than homicide, however jus- 
tifiable, to deal with such a seitua- 
tion. 

At 1 p. m. yesterday, Martin 
Lawless of 2917 Franklin avenue, 
who was a friend of Hudson, went 
to Mrs. McCoy's. He knocked at 
the front door and demanded ad- 
mittance, but Mrs. McCoy pushed 
him down the steps. He got up 
and broke the door in, and entered 
the house, Mrs. McCoy fleeing at 
the rear. 

Lunch was on the table, and 
Lawless threw the food about, 
broke a vase, and dipped a fur 
neckpilece in a dish of beans, then 
tramped fur, beans and all Into the 
rugs. He broke 12 panes of win- 
dow glass and a screen door. 

This was more damage than was 
done by Hudson, whose chief of- 
fense had been his threats to cut 
Mrs. McCoy's throat. Again she 
called at a neighbor’s house, but 
she did not ask for a revolver. In- 
stead, she telephoned for a police- 
man, and one came in time to ar- 
rest Lawless as he was leaving, 
He will be charged with malicious 
destruction of property. 

At the time of last year’s oc- 
currence, Mrs. McCoy was living at 
2820 Franklin avenue. Hudson 
was a former boarder at her 
house, and was 34 years old.

RAIL LABOR BOARD ACTS TO 
AVERT STRIKE ON PENN ROAD

CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—Action 
taken by the United States Rai)- 
road Labor Board todav may result 
in staving off a threatened strike 
of the telegraphers of the Penn- 
fylyania railway. Upon learning 
that a committee of the road’s 
telegraphers had voted unanimous- 
ly to take a strike vote as the out- 
come of a wage fight, Chairman 
Ben W. Hooper immediately called 
a session of the board, at which it 
will be decided to assume juris- 
diction of the dispute. — 

The ground upon which juris- 
diction was assumed was the same 
as that upon, which the board re- 
rently assumed jurisdiction of the 
wage dispute between Western 
lines and their engineers and fire- 
men, that a strike would result in 
tying up transportation. .The board 
set Sept. 22 for a hearing in the 
telegrapher’s case.

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THE LIVING-DEAD LEAGUE. 


The League of Natiogs is dead. So many times 
has the world been told so, by the American isola- 
tionists, that surely it must be true. Yet it is diffi- 
cult to understand the remarkable activity at Geneva, 
where the exceedingly active ghost of the League is 
in fifth annual convention with itself. 

When the League—in the days when it was as- 
sumed to be alive—held its first meeting, 41 nations 
were represented as members. That was only four 
years ago. Now 54 nations sit in the assembly at 
Geneva. The difference hetween 41 and 54 being\13, 
and 13 being an unlucky number, of course things 
look mighty bad for the League. Again of course, if 
the present number of nations in the League were 
28 instead of 54, things would look still badder. 

At the first session’ of the League no Premiers 
were present. Three Premiers made the opening 
of this spook session interesting, if not significant, 
by their presence. They are not, however, Premier 
¢tiughes of the United States, nor the Premiers of 
Russia and Germany. Those three nations still 
remain outside the League, and thus they are de- 
barred from the joy of the great ghost dance at 
Geneva. Turkey also is outside, but all the rest of 
the nations worth mentioning are League members 
and are sitting im at the obsequies. Incidentally, 400 
newspaper dents are present, writing up 
the amazing faneral. 
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Each of these ‘54 nations is deluded by the notion 
that the League still lives. In all the history of hu- 
manity we have no record of such a wholesale de.. 
lusion. Such nations as the British Empire, the Re- 
public of France and the Kingdom of Italy share in 
the silly assumption that the convocation at Geneva 
is thoroughly alive, that the League has accom- 


more. ‘ Now isn’t that an astounding situation? : 


The League, of course, is dead, but out of its 
demise has developed the most provokingly active 
and persistently palpable ghost of which we have 
knowkdge. 
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POLITICS AND -THE ROADS. 

The State Democratic platform is silent on initia- 
tive proposal No. 5, which is designed to speed up 
road construction by increases in the price of motor 
licenses, levying a gasoline tax and authorizing the 
Highway Commission to use the remainder of the 
road bonds at the rate of $15,000,000 a year. The 
silence seems to have been dictated by politics—by a 
determination on the part of the Democratic conven- 
tion not to indorse anything done or proposed by 
the Hyde administration. 

It is easy to understafd why such a sentiment 
should prevail among the Democrats. In 20 years 
Missouri has had no ‘administration so persistently 
and at times stupidly partisan as the Hyde admin- 
istration. The partisan indignation and anger of 
the Democrats is amply justified, according to par- 
tisan reasoning. Just the same the Democratic. con- 
vention, in our judgment, did’ not even play good 
politics in declining to indorse proposal No. 5. For 
this proposal is an indictment of the Hyde admin- 


istratioOn’s political, bungling mismanagement of the 


road proje¢t. 

The road situation is precarious. It can only be 
saved by the ratification of proposal No. 5. If that 
proposal fails road construction will cease at the be- 
ginning of next year. 

Our Highway Commission at present is operating 
on borrowed capital, so to speak. 

Under the law it can issue only $5,000,000 of road 
bonds a year. This year it is issuing $10,000,000 of 
those bonds—the allowance for 1924 and 1925. It is 
doing this on the strength of Attorney-General Bar- 
rett’s ruling, which was an emergency ruling to meet 
a crisis—a political ruling made necessary by the 
mess into which the Hyde administration's political 
Juggling had plunged the road project. 

If the proposal is beaten the Highway Commission 
at the end of this year will have all the bond money 
for 1925 eontracted and not another dollar of that 
fund will be available until 1926. Of course, the 1925 
session of the General Assembly can relieve the sit- 
uation in part, but only in part. For no matter what 
that assemb)y does construction will come to a stop 
and will be resumed after an indefinite interval and 
on such a scale as the action of the 192i7 assembly 
will make possible. This interruption, long or short, 
will probably necessitate the disruption of the 
present road organization and will postpone comple- 
tion of the system indefinitely. In the judgment of 
Chairman Gary of the Highway Commission it may 
wreck the entire project. 

That is the status of our road project. For this 
the Hyde administration is solely responsible. From 
the outget Gov. Hyde has played politics with the 
road project. He capped the climax last fall when 
he refused to call a special session of the Legislature 
as recommended by his.own appointee, Chairman 
Gary. It was politics, and nothing but politics, that 
influenced Gov. Hyde-to turn down that recom- 
mendation, and it was politics that prompted Chair- 
man Gary’s acquiescence in the Governor’s decision. 

But the fact that Gov. Hyde has made a political 
football of the road project is no justification for the 
Democrats to do the same thing. If there is one 
enterprise under the sun that ought to be above par- 
tisan politics it is this road project. It is a proposi- 
tion on which either party ought proudly to be right, 
regardless of the other party's attitude. The sins of 
the Hyde administration should not be visited on the 
people of Missouri. Certainly the Democratic party 
should not be the agency to inflict this curse upon 
the State. 

The Democratic candidates for State offices should 
repair the omission in their platform by supporting 
proposal No. 5 and urging citizens everywhere to 
vote for it. So, too, should the Republican candi- 
dates, but they shbuld not present it as an admin- 
istration measure. They should be as mute as silent 
Cal himself on the administration's timid, sordid, 
contemptible road record. 

Proposal No. 5 should be supported by all candi- 
dates of all ‘parties not as partisans but as Mis- 
sourians. 
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WIPING OUT FAMILIES. 

“Three grade-crossing crashes cost six* lives,” is 
the kind of heading one expects to see in almost 
every daily newspaper. That was a news caption 
on Sept. 8. And it is getting to be quite common for 
entire families.to be wiped out by these grade-cross- 
ing accidents, six of one family being killed near 
Appleton, Wis., on Sept. 1, and a father, mother and 
daughter at Marion, O., on the same day. It is wau- 
ally a pleasure party composed of adults and chil- 
dren—gay, innocent, valuable citizens, whose tragic 
taking off is always to be deplored. 

Warnings, posters and other methods of guarding 
against these accidents are, it is to be hoped, saving 
many lives.. But the only real cure for the condi- 
tion is the elimination of every one of these grade 
crossings. Not another should be permitted to be 
constructed, and every Legislature and railway cor- 
poration should move towards the costly but abso- 
lutely necessary ideal of bridgihg or tunneling. every 
one of these death traps. 
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A NEW LEAF FOR THE LOEBS. 

The zealous determination of the parents of 
Richard Loeb to end careers of idleness in their fam- 
Hy is almost pathetic. The ideal of most parents to 
give their children more ease than their parents had 
has lost its charms for them. They are going to 


toil without privilege or respite. He must report 
to the superintendent of their private dairy every 
morning at dawn and work up an appetite for break- 
fast carrying milk and making himself useful. After 
breakfast he becomes a common farm hand. This 
routine, of course, obtains only when school is not 
in session. 

‘Manual labor undoubtedly will teach young 
Thomas a humility and appreciation of the’ struggles 
of -his fellow men such as the elder brother never 
was taught and apparently never learned. It will 
present him with a fair sample of the burdens of’ 
life which are the making of men. To depend on a 
straight diet of manug! labor for the desired re- 
sults, however, is another matter. The general ver- 
dict seems to be that“the rearing of children can- 
not be wholly delegated. It probably will not be 
in the case of Thomas Loeb. As a reaction to

The Chicago Juvenile Court be- 
came deeply interested in the lad’s 
case and placed him under the ob- 
servation of a speech specialist 
while it conducted a nationwide 
search for his parents. When the 
quest failed, the hoy was placed 
in the custody of the Illinois Chil- 
dren’s Home and Ald _ Society, 
which, in turn, surrendered him to 
a Mrs. Heinzelman at the court's 
request. 

The Children’s Home and A!fd 
Society continued its search for the 
lad’s relatives, however, and after 
much correspondence with Massa- 
chusetts officials, located Mrs 
Smith, from whom a 65-year-old 
son had been stolen five years 
|earlier. Mrs. Smith came to Chi- 
cago, examined the boy and said 
he was her own, the identification 
being based on the shape of ‘his 
head, a cast in his eye, a scar op 
| the forehead and the shape of his 
thumbs. After a court hearing on 
July 3, last, the society turned the 
lad over to Mrs. Smith, but re- 
tained supervision over him until 
some existing uncertainty ab6éut 
his case should be cleared up.

Increases in Financial Crimes. | 

A recent letter-bulletin issued by 
the American Institute of Account- 
ants called attention to the »fact 
that the present-day crime tend- 
ency does not run.entirely to bur- 
glary and robbery. Excerpts from 
this statement follow: 

“This alarming tendency ex- 
presses itself, although the fact is 
not generally known, as definitely 
in office and financial crimes as in 
crimes of violence. Members and 
associates of the institute are espe- | 
cially famillar with the rising tide 
of crime which expresses itself in 
embezzlements, forgeries and | 
fraudulent misrepresentations for | 
the purpose of obtaining credits or! 
of selling spurious securities. * * *| 

“Generally speaking, losses from 
financial crimes result from for-| 
gery, embezzlement and financial! | 
misrepresentation—crimes that are | 
not ordinarily associated with vio-| 
lence. The 4osses ‘from financial 
crimes cannot be guarded against | 
to any appreciable extent by armed 
guards or steel vaults, and even the 
detection of such losses ig often a 
matter of diffculty. The preven- 
tion of losses depends principally 
upon the use of procedures and of- 
fice appliances and upon the mak- 
ing of audits, which discourage em- 
bezzlement, forgery and financial 
misrepresentation. 

Discouraged by Audits. 

“Professional accountants are ev- 
erywhere extending help of this 
kind—they are constantly engaged 
in making audits that tend to dis- 
courage or that lead to the detec- 
tion of commercial fraud; and, of 
even more consequence, they are 
often engaged in devising and in- 
stalling measures. for preventing 
fraud and other irregularities. 

“The total annual losses from 
financial crimes has been estimated 
by fidelity ang surety company of- 
ficials to amount each year in this 
country to the stupendous total of 
$3,000,000,000—a sum .comparable 
to the value of the entire annual 
imports of the nation. More than 
one-half of these losses are of ¢es- 
pecial interest to practicing ac- 
countants because of the relation 
that their work bears to the pre- 
vention and detection of the losses. 
These losses, amounting to $1,600,- 
000,000, are as follows: Losses 
from embezzlements and forgeries, 
$200,000,000: losses from credit 
frauds, $400,000,000; losses from 
stock frauds, $1,000,000,000.

NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—Rapid 


expansion in the motor bus in- 
dustry is indicated by the fact 
that 1593 bus lines have _ started 
operation in this country since 
January. Figures prepared by the 
editors of Bus Transportation show 
5400 motor buses were purchased 
in that period at a cost of ap- 


proximately $30,000,000. On the 
basis of present indications, the to- 
tal number of buses purchased 
during 1924 will be well over 8000 
as compared with 6000 last year. 

Electric railways have bought 
1000 buses thus far this year for 
operation in connection with trol- 
ley lines. On that basis they will 
have purchased 2000 buses before 
the year ends.

Leading officials of the impor- 
tant companies explain that- when 
sales and production are in heavy 
volume, costs decline in direct ratio 
to production increases. The re- 
verse of this condition now is true. 
Prices established last summer, 
many of which still are in effect. 
were based on a sales volume 
which has not materialized. Deal 
efs have been stocked to the limit 
of safety. The industry, therefore 
is resigned to a small output in the 
remainder of the year.: As costs 
are at, or close to, record bottom. 
according to the manufacturers 
the only way they can continue to 
make and sell cars without going 
into the hands of receivers is to 
advance prices. 

Ford Puts Poser to Them. 

In talking of costs in the same 
breath as rock bottom, however. 
the automobile men fail to explain 
how the Ford Co., which has been 
working its employes on a five day 
a week schedule for two months. 
has been able ‘to turn out very 
nearly as many cars as when the 
workers labored and were paid fo 
six days a week. 

It has been said that the five 
day week has enabled the Ford Co. 
to keep all its employes at work 
instead of laying off some during 
the dull period. But if output has 
been about the same as on a alx- 
day schedule, this reasoning woul!

“owner who appreciates the fact 
that it is not extravagance to have 
‘valves ground regularly, but avoid- 
“tng false economy. 
When vaives are allowed to go 
for long periods without attention, 
their seats become Vadly pitted and 
burned. It is easy enough to reface 
the valves of substitute new ones, 
but ordinary grinding will not fix 
*peats that are so badly damaged. It 
is necessary to ream out the seats 
‘and then grind in the usual way. 
‘This doubles the time required for 
~the work and Towers the valves to 
@ point where they do not lift quite 
as high as before. This mieans a 
shade less power, which may bé 
very noticeable in a motor that is 
growing feeble through neglect. 


Few car owners figure how much 
it is costing them in wasted gas to 
@rive around with an engine cat 
meeds attention. If a car ordinar- 
fly does 12 miles to the gallon of 
‘gas retailing at 20 cents, and does 
10 miles to the gallon when it 
needs valves ground and carbon 
Cleaned out, the owner pays $29 fcr 
extra gas to postpene the job for 
‘$000 miles. | 

Loose tappets—hat is, tappets 
with too much clearance—cause 
power loss and fuel wastage. 

After grinding in valves it fs cus- 
tomary to leave more than the 
Usual amount of clearance, to al- 
low the valves to pound down and 
Seat better. If the owner happens 
to be bitten by the economy bug, 
he may be tempted to go to some 
mechanic who does not know the 
circumstances and ask him to 
make a close adjustment. The re- 
sult is that the valve stems expand 
too mutch and hold open the valves 
so they burn and must be ground 
again. 

In an effort to save a lot of gas 
by coasting, one owner used his 
clutch excessively until one da yit 
fafied him entirely and steered him 
straight to a repair shop, where 
he dropped more money than he 
ever saved on fuel. He had wasted 
a lot of brake lining as well, but he 
Was not to know this until he had 
to have the brake relined after the 
Usual mileage. 

With Tires. 


Much false economy is practiced 
with tires. A motorist is certainly 
justified in trying to get the best 
possible mileage from his tires, but 
there is a lot in knowipg how to 
be economical. Transferring the 
older and weaker tires te the front 
wheels prolongs the life of the av- 
erage tire, but it is not a safe prac- 
tice if the motorist is accustomed 
to fast driving. O14 tires will give 
remarkably good mileage when the 
ear is driven around the city, but

old tires for spares depends upon 
your particular way of driving. If 
you are never in a hurry to get 
anywhere, an old tire will take you 
to your destination, because you 
Will drive at a moderate speed.

A %00-horsepower Fiat that the 
British driver, F. A. D. Eldridge, 
has been driving recently over the 
4%-mile straight stretch of road at 
Arpajon, about 20 miles outside of 
Paris, France, has made officially 
timed speeds of 145 and 146 and 
147.69 miles an hour for a mile 
with flying start. Because the Ar- 
pajon road, while perfectly sur- 
faced and with a downward grade 
at one end to permit crossing the 
starting line at high speed, is 
sO narrow as to be danger- 
ous for driver and spectators 
at high speeds, it is asserted that 
Eldridge never has-been able to 
let his car out to the utmost. 

Capt. Maurice Campbell has «4

ing magazines “the fastest car in 
the world.” Thus far it has failed 
to run within several miles an hour 
as fast as BHidridge’s big Fiat on 
the Arpajon road. 

Now comes Prince Djelaleddin, 
of Egypt, who says that if his 250 
hozsepower car, just built, comes 
up to expectations on the Arpajon 
road, he will take it to this coun- 
try for a rea) effort to set a world’s 
record. The Arpajon track, he 
says, is too narrow to permit his 
car to do its best, but he prophe- 
sies that on the right kind of foot- 
ing it will do 20 miles an hour bet- 
ter than any other car since auto- 
nobiles were first built. 

The New Racing Monster. 

This car has a “straight eight" 
ergine of four and one-quarter inch 
bore and five and one-half inch 
rtroke.

England. 

Trial laps at the Labor day race 
at Altoona, Pa., in which Joe Boy- 
er was killed, ranged as high as 
120 miles an hour. “Ernie” Auster- 
burg, driving his Deusenberg 
around a lap at 125.7 miles an 
hour, and Boyer’s car was 
‘making 125 miles when it hit 
the fence. The qualifying speed 
for that race was 110 miles an 
hour. Murphy won the 250-mile 
event with an average of 113 
miles an hour. Murphy averaged 
114 miles an hour In the June 14 
race at Altoona and 114.3 for 150 
miles in the July 4 Kansas City 
race. Harry Fengler did 118 miles 
an hour in winning*at Kansas 
City last year. Bennett Hill made 
116.6 miles an hour for 250 miles 
at the Beverly speedway in Call- 
fornia. 

The best times reported from 
England have been made at the 
Brooklands track recently by J. G.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—High- 
ways for 1925 are making their 
appearance as quickly as the new 
models that will travel over them, 
and in many respects are fully as 
interesting. Many highway de- 
partments are said to have put 
aside the desire to build for mile- 
age in favor of building for per- 
manency, and a number of high- 
way engineers are even questioning 
many of the accepted principles of 
road building. 

Perhaps the most [important 
change is the growing belief that 
highways should not be too hard- 
surfaced. For years the trend has 
been to build roads to resist all 
weather and traffic strains. But 
now it is being discovered that 
many roads would stand up better 
were they not obliged to offer so 
much resistance. This is resulting 
in a definite stimulus for the fur- 
ther development of gravel roads, 
which, as every motorist knows, 
are among the “softest’’ roads to 
travel. 

Mere Rigidity Not Enough. 

When a nine-inch slab of re- 
inforced concrete starts cracking, 
engineers know mere rigidity is not 
going to solve the problem of per- 
manency. The Highway Bureau 
of New York State has reached the 
conclusion that a six-inch concrete 
is adequate, provided proper at- 
tention is paid to subsoil and drain- 
age. What actually happens with 
a large number of concrete rogds 
is that the slab is literally crushed 


between frost underneath and traf- | 
fic on top. Experience has recent- 
ly demonstrated that no ‘matter 
how strong the slab, it will not en- 
dure this double strain. 

That is why a top less rigid some- 
times will stand these stresses. Bé- 
ing freer to yield up or down, it 
adjusts itself to conditions. When 
ii goes too far one way or the 
other, however, it requires repair- 
ing, but this is usually a matter 
calling for conventoinal patching. 
New York State, however, con- 
tinues to have faith in the concrete | 
road, bending its energies toward | 


will lessen subsoil stresses. In 
other words, since traffic rolls 
over an extremely rigid surface 
various methods of drainage and 
provision for frost are being made 
to.make the under side of the road 
actually yielding to natural 
forces. 
Rubber Pavements. 


Some highway engineers are £0- 
ing a bit farther by adding a layer 
of asphalt to the top of the con- 
crete slab. This provides a ‘‘cush- 
ion” for traffic and makes the con- 
crete slab able to stand @xternal 
strains. Such roads need occa- 
sional smoothing out, but they do 
not crack and break up as with a’ 
concerte slab that is merely in- 
serted between. two devastating 
forces, 


Rubber pavements are among 
the novelties for 1925. ,A section 
of rubber blocks cov ering an area) 
of about 250 square feet laid on| 
the Northern Avenue Bridge in| 
Loston in May, a second section | 
where more traffic passes being | 
laid two months later. Approxi- 
mately 1000 vehicles pase this sec- 
tion each hour in each direction. 

A way has been found to lay 
rubber blocks so as to prevént 
creeping, and these experiments 
are bound to bring about some new 
developments in road construction. 
The value of a rubber-surfaced 
road would Iie not only in minim- 
izing shock on the more rigid base 
of the road but in saving wear on 
tires. There would also be less noise 
from heavv vehicles. 

“Invisible Track Highways.” 
One of the most interesting of 
the new things itn highways is a 
new road now being developed in 
Kentucky. The road ts patented 
as the “Invisible Track Highway,” 
anf is just what the name implies. 
Concrete girdérs are bullt to re- 
semble tracks, with crushed stone 
between. When the road is covered 
with asphalt, it looks from a dis- 
tunce like any other modern road, 
but when one starts driving over it, 
the car fits Into its “track” and al- 
moet steers itself. 

Bince the tracks are a constant 
distance apart there is very little 
opportunity for drivers to side- 
swipe because it requires a definite 
movement of the steering wheel to 
rum out of the track onto the nor- 
mal surface. In night driving it is 
a splendid safety device for so long 
as cars keep tn their tracks their 
drivers do not have to worry about 
clearance when passing each other. 

Track highways should make for 
more orderly motoring, thus cut- 
ting down accidents. For some 
years the Chestnut street bridge in

Without the track many motor ve- 
hicles and wagons would not allow 
the street cars room enough to 


pass. 
Cushioning Tried. 

Almost all the new developments 
revert to the ‘‘cushioning” process. 
It is even illustrated in the case of 
the track highway, where a sheet, 


of asphalt covers the crushed-rock |— 


and concrete girders, not merely as 
a dressing for the road, but as a 
means of relieving the road of traf- 
fic shocks. 

Traffic shocks, however, are gen- 
erally recognized as being. second- 
ary to natura! stresses which attack 
any road from. underneath. As- 
phalt dressings on roads that have 
some sort of concrete base are, in 
reality, more serviceable to the mo- 
torist, since they permt of a little 
more “give” and cause leas eye 
strain on a sunny day. Under- 
neath the road is where motorists 
will find most of the changes. 

How Maine Does It. 
‘In Maine, they have bad enough 
experience with frost to know how 
to handle the subsoil. After the 


‘road has been dug down to a fairly 


firm natural base large boulders 
are set in. On top of these go small- 
er rocks, and .finally dirt and 
crushed stone. This forms a nat- 
ural drainage for the road and an 
outlet for frost. If the road starts 
to* get rough it jis only a matter of 
adding dirt and stone here and 
there to smooth” it out again. 
Doubtless such a base could be 
used as a foundation for a more 
permanent type of surface. 

Much economy will be effected 
through the development of some 
of these new ideas in roads. A 
large area of any concrete road ge)- 
dom is used by traffic. ‘It is on 
the theory that the lesser used sec- 
tion of the highway should be 
cheapened in favor of the traveled 
portions that the track highway 
has been developed. An additional 
saving is effected in the same in- 
stance by building the road right 
over roads that have been slated 
for rebuilding.

Massachusetts Beautifies 
Sides of Its State Roads 


Program Carriéd On for Three Years Is Be- 
ginning to Show Results in Highway 
Actractiveness. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, Sept. 13. — For three 


years the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Works has been 


carrying on a persistent program 
of beautifying the State’s high- 
ways. Attractive results are rap- 
idly becoming apparent. 


At present the work is being car- 
ried on upon the Boston-Pittsfield 
road, via Worcester and Spring- 
field. First comes the planting of 
trees and shrubs. A study is made 
of the location and the growth 
adapted to it, the planting is prop- 
erly located, soil prepared by dy- 
namiting, trees planted, staked and 
adequately nourished, ground kept 
open about tree trunks and intel- 
ligently trimmed when needed. Na- 
tive shrubbery is being given placo 
in proportion to its value, always 
with the idea in mind of preserv- 
ing a clear view for traffic, safety 
being considered first and beauty 
next. 

Disfiguring cuts are being plant- 
ed with young vines of wild grap, 
woodbine, sumach, etc. It is an up- 
hill task for them to establish 
themselves, but once they do so the 
sores along the highways are 
healed forever. Bare stretches of 
wall and fence are being broken by 
groups of shrubbery. 

In work of this kind the removal 
of trees is as important as_ the 
planting of them. Blind corners 
are being made reasonably safe by 
opening up a line.of sight, abut- 
ting property owners having greatly 
assisted by allowing a deeper cut- 
ting than limits of the State road 
would permit. 

In addition, by cutting and re- 
moval the beauties of tumbling 
brooks and rivers, formerly hidden 


by a screen of greenery, have been 
uncovered. In many places a few 
hotrs of work with ax, and saw 
have revealed wonderful vistas of 
brooks, falls, meadows and moun- 
tains. Springs have been piped to 
the side of the road. 


Wherever possible, rest spaces 
are being cleared where cars may 
be parked off the road. Wooden 
benches with concrete supports are 
being placed as seats or tables. 
Rubbish barrels, painted and let- 
tered, are put in place as a re- 
minder to careless picknickers that 


others will come after them, and | 
signs on iron standards emphasize 
the keeping clean of the rest spots. 

Trees are being watched with 
more care than in the past and 
spaces are being opened around all 
roadside shrubs and trees. Dead 
or dangerous limbs or trunks are 
being removed, not only along the 
roads but from adjoining land. 
Split trees are cabled or bolted and 
tree surgeons clean, treat and fill 
cavities in the trunk of any tree 
worth preserving. Damage to 
growth is trimmed and painted to 
stop decay. Crooked trunks are 
wired and staked into upright posi- 
tions. 

To ald in carrying out this work, 
a large nursery is maintained on 
State-owned land.

The trade is attracting all sorts of caterers who 
are discovering many improved methods of prepara 
tion and dispensation while adhering to the one prin 
ciple of long and thorough roasting over live coals. 

Some of the cooks contend for the superiority 
of one kind of fuel over another and patrons are 
busy sampling the wares of one caterer and anotier 
until just the preferred tang in the finished product 
determines which is their favorite barbeeuer. 

The difference in fuel makes a difference in the 
flavor, it is contended. Some of the cooks hold to 
the superiority of slow-burning hickory wood, whose 
smoke lends a certain desired flavor. Others employ 
charcoal as a means of getting the steadiest heat, 
vithout smoke, while others are feeding their fires 
with coke as the means of getting the hotteet ‘ire, 
with the most thorough results 

All the cooks have dispensed with the old-time 
method of digging a pit in the ground and rvasting 
the whole or half carcass at once, as has been done 
for picnics and occasional usage, frequent rains ren- 
dering such pits impracticable for steady usage. Im- 
proved pits. ouiit of Drick or iron, with a grill of 
crossed iron wires, are the generally accepted meth. 
od. One entervorising young merchant on the St. 
Charlies Rock road has erect+~i a rotary grill, an 
upright firepiace built of bricks, in front of which 
on a rack are piaced horizontal epindies piercing 
hams. joints or ribs, and turned slowly but con- 
stantiy by means cof an electric motor.

“All accounts of. this 
petrogiyph are merely 
descriptive.

It is a pity to take from the lovers of legend, the 
poets and sweet singers the story of the Piasa Bird; 
but new comes E. W. Payne, a Springfield historian, 
who has been looking into the matter, and he gives 
it as his mature judgment that ali this stuff about 
the Piasa Bird ts bunk, mostly created by said lov- 
ers of legend—the poets and the sweet singers—out 
of very thin and indefinite material. 

The bird is Chinese, says this intrepid destroyer 
of idols. Anybody, by locking at it, can tell that it 
is Chinese. And then there is the circumstance, 
which he thinks sufficiently established, that the 
Chinese discovered Alton and all the country round 
about long before the Illinis moved im. And they 
painted the Chinese dragon on the Alton rocks to 
claim the region for their sovereign and leave a rec- 
ord of their conquest. 

“Probably about the time that Christopher Colum- 
bus was landing on the eastern extremity of North 
America,” says Mr. Payne, “Chinese explorers ar- 
rived at the west coast of the country and, following 
the best marked trails, the Platte Trail and the 
Clark Trail, which was centuries old before Clark 
ever saw it, they penetrated to the Mississippi River 


years. All opinions are 
merely conjecture; but I 
think, beyond question, it 
. was the national embiem 
of the Chinese Empire. Neariy all our Stone Age 
relics, which undoubtedly are Mongol, emphasize this 
conclusion.” . 

It is possible to give full credence to the claims of 
the Chinese to Alton'’s bird; but there is still hope 
for the legend, for out of the dispute may come the 
conclusion that the Hilint, finding the monster on 
the rocks, found also in it the tmspfiration for the 
legend of the man-eater which they reasoned must 
have existed—otherwise his picture would not have 
been on the rock. So Alton saves ite legend, eves 
though the Chinese are given credit for the art 
which ts being replaced.

This difference, 
astronomers now believe, arises from 
age. The great gaseous giants, like 
Betelgeuse, are the youngest stars. : 

They have just emerged into star- 
dom out of some mysterious previous condition 
we still know nothing about. 

These young giants are comparatively cooi. This 
fact is indicated by their reddish color as well as by 
direct evidence obtained through the spectroscope, 
and indicating that these giant gas clouds contain 
certain chemical substances that cannot exist at the 
white heat of the hotter stars. The next step in the 
progress of these giants through the life path of 
stardom is that they should grow hotter. 

This happens, we believe, by virtue of contraction. 
When you compress@he gases in the cylinder of an 
automobile they get hot. Any kind of gas always 
gets hot when it is compressed by anything, even 
by its own weight. That is what the giant stars like 
Betelzgeuse do; they compress themselves by their 
own weight. : 

The gas that composes them is very thin, but it oc- 
cupies a vast volume of space. Like all matter, it 
exerts gravitational attraction. The gas particles on 
one side of the star attract, and are attracted by, the 
gas molecules on the other side. So the gas cloud 
tends to draw together and become com

Our sun, warm and vigorous as he seems to us, is 
well along in old age. It is probable that he, too, 
Was once a cool and widespread giant, his matter 
reaching perhaps well out into the space now octu- 
pied by the planets.

THE SIZE OF FAMILIES 


HEN I read in the Observer 

that a Tonbridge lady recently 

gave birth to her twenty-second 

child, says a writer in the Loa- 
don Observer, I was reminded of a liet- 
ter received a few days earlier, inviting 
me to discuss the size of families in fic- 
tion. My correspondent points out that, 
es regards “effective” characters, most 
novelists believe in family limitation. 
Dickeas, fer example, preferred a family 
of twe children, only rarely endowing 
parénts with three; and ofter restrict- 
ing them a singte child. : 

This, as wy Correspondent adds, 
throws into interesting .relief the eour- 
aze of Miss Austen, who gives a famity 
of five (all daughters) to°Mr. and Mrs. 
Bennett, in ‘Pride and Prejudice.” and 
econtrives that four of them shall give 
value and point to the story. 

Tt was, I believe, John Stuart Mill 
who made the generalization that cler- 
gymen and peers of the realm have the 
largest families in fact. In fiction, so 
far as my knowledge goes, the clergy- 
men easily surpass the peers. The Rev. 
Mr. Finch, in Wilkie Collins’ “Poor Miss 
Finch,”” had married twice, and having 
only a single child by his first marriage, 
he had (as Madame Pratolungo sup- 
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posed, “by way of a change”) = large 
family by his second marriage. 

How large that family was, Madame 
Pratolungo discovered on the first day 
of her residence in Dimchurch Vicarage. 
Children whispered and giggied in every 
cerridor and at every door, until at last 
tte visitor reached the presence of “a 
lurge, light-haired, languid, lymphatic 
lady.” who proved to be Mrs. Finch. 
“Such was my first experience of the 
Rev. Finch’s wife—destined to be also 
the experience of all after-time. Never 
completely dressed, never completely 
dry: always with a s2aby in one hand 
and a novel in the other—-such was 
Finch’s wife.” As Ma@ame Pratolungo 
was guided by a maid .o Mrs. Finch's 
rooms. the evidence of the presence of 
children grew stronger:

HAT we know as taste is a 
WW. eezerize more complicated

Now, with the sense of 
taste alone it is only possible to detect 
four.flavors, which are sweet, sour, bit- 
ter and salt. All the more delicate 
flavors are discerned with the aid of 
the sense of smell. This is easily proved 
by holding the nostrils when eating any 
kind of jam, for instance. In such cop- 
ditions it is quite impossible to detect 
the specia! flavor of the fruit. 

A yet more curious point is to be 
found in the fact that the ability to 
taste is to an extent, at any rate, de- 
pendent upon sight.

There are also a certain num- 
ber of persons about who cannot tell tea 
from coffee if they shut their eyes when 
drinking.

Just how the business of barbecuing 
gained such impetus in one short season 
is not a matter of record.

Its methods and re- 
sults probably are not dissimilar to 
those coincident with the first discovery 
by man that meat cooked tasted better 
| than raw meat. This discovery, accord- 
| ing to tradition, back before history be- 
| san, was made by a Chinese when his 
‘house burned down and his pig was 
roasted. I was reminded of this bit 
of lore by one of the roadside mer- 
chants. indicating that he hadn't always 
pursued this business to the exclusion 
of all other interests. He had read 
Charles Lamb's famous “Dissertation on 
Roast Pig.” 

Getting nearer home, the barbecue 
method of roasting is one that has been 
in favor in the South all through its his- 
tory, maintained and developed by the 
negroes and imported by them to the 
city. The barbecue as a methed of com- 
munity cooking, avoiding the heating up 
of kitchens in the crowded tenements, 
has long proved the solution of a hot- 
weather problem among our negro pop- 
ulation. 

Rarbecued meat has a number of ad- 

vantages to offer over the same viands 
oven-roasted. One of these its that all 
the grease drips out and all the season- 
ing and all the intrinsic flavor appear 
to be retained and to become more deep- 
ly imbedded in the meat. A piece of 
barbecued pork has more the appear- 
ance of the roasted white meat of chick- 
en. Another advantage is the appetiz- 
ing odor given off in the fumes wafted

| toted authority on Indian customs and 
| language, gave this learned explanation 
of the name: 

“My belief is that the word is mere- 
‘ly one of several variant forms of the 
| word that is descriptive rather than 
| nominative, am adjeetive rather than a 
noun, a description of something rather 
than the name of something or any- 
thing. The essential connotation is 
white—applied to mountains, any 
mountain, or im fact amything that is 
white. The word would be used in 
describing a whitewashed fence or a 
blank piece of white paper. The con- 
notation is white im a strictly color 
sense. Winthrop may have heard the 
word ‘White’ (Tkokph or Tkehbh) and 
rendered it Tacoma instead of Tuh- 
koph-huh, or Tuh-koh-bhuh, or Tuh- 
hohm-huh, or Tah-kohp-hah, or Tanh- 
kohm-hah, or Tah-kehb-hab, which are 
all the same, just as whites have 
changed Sdoh-hoh-bsh into Snohomish, 
Sdoh-kwahib-bhuh into Snoqualmie, etc. 

“Indeed, Winthrop did this very thing 
with the name of his original cicerone, 
whose Indian name was Doo-Kih-yohk, 
but which he facetiously rendered ‘Duke 
of York." ‘White’ does not designate, 
connote or particularity belong specifi- 
eally to Rainier any more than ‘fat’ 
would mean myself and nobody else, or 
‘long’ would mean Prof. Meany and no 
one else, or ‘rich’ mean John D. Rock- 
efeller and no one else. Adjectives are 
common properties of classes or objects 
having that particular characteristic in 
common. After all, however, after the 
tumult and the shouting dies, when one 
is saying “Tacoma’ he is merely attempt- 
ing to say a descriptive word (an ad- 
jective, not a substantive) meaning 
‘white’ and used in describing any white 
object of any kind (including moun- 
tains, but not specificalfy mountains) .” 

It’s a poor bow that hasnt more than 
two strings. And that’s where the beer 
argument comes in. One of the state- 
ments circulated in a pamphiet was that 
in 1890, when the United States Géeo- 
graphic Board had a hearing and unani-

The writer is not 
a@ swearing man; if he were he would 
lift aloft the Henry Watterson war cry 
in the late Hohenzollern strife and para- 
phrasing it deveutiy cry: "To hell with 
the name Rainier from Mount Tacoma.” 


To this the uphotders of the name 
Rainier have replied that former Sen- 
ator Squire never practiced law and that 
the Rainier Brewing and Mattirge Co. 
never existed. They point out that the 
Seattle Brewing and Malting Co., which 
made Rainier beer; was not orrvanizced 
until 18982 and the first bottle of its 
product was not turned ont until 1894. 
four years after the hearing. Rainier 
beer, ther say, doubtless was named 
after the mountain, as were the Rainier 
Club in Seattle and the Rainier Lodge 
of Odd Fellows in Tacoma. 

The long controversy was complicated 
at one time by the fact that between 
1883 and 1290 the mountain was desig- 
nated as Mount Tacoma on the maps. 
time tables and advertising titerature of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad. This 
designation was dropped by the railroad 
cfficials after the United States Geo- 
graphic Board declined to sanction the 
ehange in name. 

Stephen T. Mather, director of the 
National Park Service of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, recently told a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent that the 
district around Mount Rainier, includ- 
ing Mount Rainier Park and Mount Rai- 
nier National Forest, is tosing a great 
deal of publicity because railreads will 
not advertise the park through fear of 
causing sectional antagonism.

Stars Are Born, Last Awhile, and Die

scientists stationed at the Meunt Wil- 
son Solar Observatory in Pasadena, 
Cal., this is a mere trifle in a day’s 
work. With the aid of the compara- 
tively new 100-inch reflector telescope, 
largest in the world, these scientists 
on the mountain top are not only able 
to tell the age of a star but also its size, 
composition, velocity, temperature and 
distance from the earth. 

Light from one of the more distant 
stars reaches the earth 100,000 years 
later; and light travels 186,000 miles a 
second. The fact that this light when 
geen by the acientists is thousands of 
years old makes little differetice in the 
calculating of stars’ ages, for the scien- 
tist takes about ‘as much cognizance of 
10,000 years as an ordinary person 
would of 10 minutes, with a whole day 
in which to catch his train. 

Since 1904, when the Mount Wilson 
Observatory was founded by Andrew 
Carnegie as a department of the Car- 
negie Institution of Washington, many 
startling discoveries of a scientific na- 
ture have been made by the corps of 
world-famous men in charge. Study 
and experiments carried on in this in- 
stitution have brought facts of great im- 
portance to the world in general. At 
present problems of the sun are being 
worked out. 

The Department of Astronomy was 


— founded by Dr. George Ellery Hale of

rector of the observatory. Now Dr. 
Hale is conducting research work of 
his own and his place as director is be-

"| atmospheric and electrical condition on 


and about the sun, which in reality is 
the nearest star to the earth, is carried 
en painstakingly. The first instrument 
used was a 60-foot foil length - tele- 


Observations are made from towers, 
as it was found that at a height of 75 
feet spectroscope examinations of the 
sun’s rays could be made without inter- 
ference of heat afid magnetic waves 
which exist near the earth's surface. 
The spectroscope itself is placed 4n a 
deep pit or well directly under the tow- 
er. In this pit the temperature is con- 
stant; therefore no adjustments need be 
made on the instrument during experi- 


‘iments. This is an item of extreme im- 


portance to the scientists. The spectro- 
heldograph, an investment invented by 
Dr. Hale, is used daily to photograph 
the surface of the sun in the light of 
hydrogen, calcium and helium. This in- 
strument allows the study of each ele- 
ment separately and in this way any 
change in the surface of the sun is de- 
tected easfl: 

Perhaps the most important objects 
of interest on the sun are the sun spots, 
which come and depart with frequency. 
At times there are more than 100 such 
spots, or storm centers; then for one 
month im a period of 11 years none at 


all are seen. Every night these spots 
are counted and examined with the aid 
of powerful telescope reflectors. The 
center of each sun spot is a magnetic 
field and is either of a positive or neg- 
ative pole. Generally they run in pairs, 
one of each pole. This brings to light 
one of the most important discoveries 
ever made at the Mount Wilson Ob- 
servatory. Every 11 years, it was dis-

All instruments used at the observa- 
tory are manufactured in Pasadena at 
@ branch laboratory conducted by the! 
Mount Wilson institution. The 100-inch 
telescope reflector Is by far the most in- 
teresting and most valuable instrument 
used. The reflector alone, made of the 
purest of French glass, cost $50,000. 
Money for this was donated by John D. 
Hooker of Los Angeles and work was! 
started in 1913. Five years later the 
reflector was completed, after nearly 
a million dollars had been spent. The 
mounting in which the glass ts held 
eost approximately half a million dol- 
lars. Faint stars can be viewed and 
photographed with apparent ease by 
means of this instrument. 

Work of this kind is necessarily slow, 
as the making of one photograph takes 
as long as 10 hours. Many valuable 
photographs of nebulae have been taken 


in the past few years. Nebulae appear), 


in the photographs like clusters of 10.,- 
000,000 stars. Five hundred million 
stars are visible at one time in the mir- 
ror of the 100-inch telescope.
